A big circus could 
searcely have brought more “out-er-sight 
niggers’’ together than the convention did.

Session cf State Committee. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon Colonel

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HEARING COMES IN A FEW DAYS 


Two Warrants Taken Out by J. B. 
Redwine and He Says the Case 
Will Be Pushed.

Dr. S. W. Arrowood, the young physician 
was was arrested last Saturday on tne 
charge of being a common cheat and swin- 
dler and who was released from the cus- 
tody of a bailiff soon after, was rearrested 
yesterday morning by a detective. He was 
arrested on a charge of cheating and swin- 
dling, but there are two other warrants 
against him—one for libed, founded on the 
article in one of the Monday afternoon 
papers, and another for larceny after 
trust, all sworn out by J. B. Redwine, the 
money lender. In default of bond Arrowood 
went to jail. 

Dr. Arrowood claims that his wife died 
on April 10th, and he borrowed $93.40 from 
Mr. J. B. Redwine with which to pay the 
funeral expenses. He further claims that 
he gave securities to the value of $180. His 
arrest, he claims, is due purely to malice. 
He borrowed the deed to the eighty acres of 
land and gave Mr. Redwine a receipt for 
Mis purpose, he claims, was to 
make a trade in order that he might pay 
the money that he owed Mr. Redwine. The 
fact that he wouldn’t give up the deed was 
the cause of his first arrest, he says. 

The Other Side. 

It is claimed by Mr. Redwine that Arro- 
wood came to him on the Ist of May, 1895, 
to borrow some money. Arrowood received 
cash to the amount of $93 and some cents 
and gave in return securities to the amount 
of $180. All money over the amount of 
cash paid to Mr. Arrowood, it is claimed, 
was for the taking up of an old debt. 

Arrowood, it is said, paid the first note, 
there being twelve of them, all for $15 
each, on June Ist, the time that it was 
due. The other notes he failed to pay, and 
{t is claimed that he paid no interest on 
them, On the 28th of September, 1895, Arro- 
wood came to Mr. . Redwine, so it is 
claimed, and borrowed the deed, stating 
that he intended making a trade and would 
be able to pay Redwine the money due 
him. Arrowood gave a receipt for the deed. 
A number of letters were sent to him ask- 
ing that he return the deed, but these, it is 
stated, he never answered, neither did he 
return the deed: It seems that he (Arro- 
wood) claimed that he had taken the deed 
to his lawyer and that a ‘trade would be 
consummated at some date in the future. 
He was requested to take Redwine to the 
office of the lawyer, so that Redwine might 
let the lawyer know he held a receipt for 
the deed. This Arrowood refused to doa. 
Mr. Redwine swore out a warrant and Ar- 
rowood was arrested. It is claimed that Ar- 
rowood was brought to the office of Mr. 
Redwine at his own request, and it is 
further claimed that it is entirely through 
the kindness of Mr. Redwine that he was 
released. 

The case comes up before Justice Blood- 
worth next Tuesday and Dr. Arrowood will 
be tried on each of the warrants. Dr. Ar- 
rowood failed to give bond yesterday af- 
ternoon and went to jail. He is certain 
that he will be cleared as soon as the case 
is given an airing. Meanwhile the outcome 
is looked forward to with interest.

The Exposition Buildings, 

Editor Constitution—The buildings upon 
the Piedmont exposition grounds which 
were put there by the Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company and are 
now under mortgage to George W. Parrott, 
trustee, to secure a bond issue of $100,000, 
should be saved. The parties who put 
up the $100,000 and who hold these bonds 
saved the exyesition at its most critica] 
period. They ought not to be asked to 
mrake any further sacrifices for the general 
good. The old Piedmont Company has 
heretofore stood the losses upon former 
expositions and carried each succeeding 
loss by an increased bond issue upon the 
grounds. This company will not now un- 
dertake to save and carry these buildings. 
It has left a bonded indebtedness of $50,000, 
after applying the proceeds of sale to the 
club, and also has a $40,000 issue of pre- 
ferred stock; besides it has given the use 
of its grounds free for two years, carry- 
ing not only its interest but taxes and 
other fixed charges. 

_-The question then is how to save these 
‘buildings for future public purposes? 

In my opinion the most practicable and 
feasible plan is for the holders of the 
bonds now secured by the mortgage to 
Mr. Parrott, as trustee, covering these 
buiidings for future public purposes. 
them in at the approaching sale. When 
this is done the option for a fair, equitable 
arrangement, allowing them to remain up- 
on the Piedmont grounds, should be se- 
cured and then the public should be in-. 
vited to subscribe to a fund for their 
preservation. These subscriptions might 
in part be secured in stock of the Piedmont 
Company, especially common stock. I be- 
lieve such a fund could be: raised. Cer- 
tainly the many beneficiaries of the last 
exposition and former ones should be will- 
ing to help preserve these magnifieent 


buildings. 

- ‘There would be no loss to the gub- 
scribers, as the sentiment for another great 
exposition will then be so strong within 
five years that the public will gladly pay 
for these buildings in order to hold another 
one. pee PUBLIC SPIRIT. 
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AS TO ASPHALT 


Capitol Avenue May Be Paved Out to 
Richardson Street. 


BUT BEYOND THAT NONE 


Until the Squabble with the Consoli- 


dated Street Railway Company 
Is Settled. 


That part cf Capitol avenue, on which the 
car tracks were taken up will not be paved 
with asphalt until the litigation over the 
matter is settled in the courts, 

But the asphalt: will be laid as far out as 
Richardson street just as soon as the legal 
preliminaries can be attended to, provided 
the council accepts the report of the street 
committee, which was agreed to yesterday, 
and which will be presented t> council 


Monday. 

The matter was gone over at length and 
in all its phases yesterday afternoon. There 
was a joint meeting of the street and elec- 
tricity committees of the council in the 
council chamber, beginning at 3 o’clock. 
There was a full attendance of the commit- 
tee and Mr. Joel Hurt and Mr. Ernest 
Woodruff were present, representing the 
street railway company. A large deleza- 
tion of Capitol avenue residents, headed 
by Judge R. T. Dorsey and Mr. D. A. 
Beatie were present. Mayor King and 
Citv Attorney Anderson were also on 
hand. 

Mr. Miller stated the object of the meet- 
ing and how it had come about. It was 
not called for the purpose of taking any 
jcint action, but merely to ,hhave a confer- 
ence with reference to the paving and the 
Street car matter, 

Judge Anderson was called on for an ex- 
pression of opinion concerning the advisa- 
Hility of paving the street under the pres- 
ent legal complications, 

“IT should advise that the paving of that 
part of the street on which the street car 
track has been taken up be postponed until 
after the matter gets out of the courts. It 
involves the distribution of assessments, 
and until the case is out of court none of us 
can tell whether or not the street car com- 
pany will be liable for its share of the ex- 
pense.”’ 


Mr. Bell’s Inquiry. 

After some discussion between the Capi- 
tol avenue citizens and Mr. Hurt, Mr. W. 
S. Bell arose and desired to know what 
was the purpose of the meeting. It was 
explained by the chairman as an informal 
meeting of the committee on streets and 
electricity, the citizens of Capitol avenue 
and the officials of the Consolidated com- 
pany to further a better understanding of 
the whole question and to get nearer a 
common basis of agreement. 

Mr. Hurt expressed a willingness on the 
part of the street railway company to re- 
lay the track as far as Georgia avenue, 
make it a through line to the park and 
bear its share in ther»expense of repaving 
the street with macadam. He said that 
many of the most beawtiful streets in Amer- 
ica had the macadam pavement, and that 
it was vastly preferable to any other kind 
of pavement if the proper sort of macadam 
Was put down. He would suggest that Cap- 
itol avenue be paved in this manner under 
a contract that the work be of the best 
kind, and ‘that it be kept in perfect order. 

Judge Dorsey said that so far as he was 
personally concerned he would be willing 
to have this kind of pavement, if it be put 
down right, but that he had never seen in 
this section any macadam pavement that 
was of any account. 

Says Property Was Damaged. 

There were several little spats between 
Mr. Hurt and the citizens on the old sub- 
ject of the “‘midnight raid’’ on the car 
tracks, and the citizens of Capitol avenue 
living beyond Georgia avenue were there 
en masse to ask for the replacing of the 
tracks to Bass street. Dr. Catching in- 
sisted that property on the street had been 
seriously damaged because of the action of 
the Consolidated. 

“Why,” said the doctor, ‘fone man bought 
a home near me and had the deeds signed 
up on Friday, thinking he had a place right 
on a splendid car line service. When he 
got up next morning he found out that he 
had no car service and that the property 
which he had bought the day before had 
been damaged by the arbitrary work of a 
street car company.” 

Another gentleman present arose and said 
that there were others. He bought a house 
on Capitol avenue the day before the fatal 
midnight raid, and next morning, when he 
got on the car to go out to his new home, 
he found himself landed about four squares 
away from it 

Mr. D. A. Beatie joined in the debate, 
taking sides against the asphalt. He said it 
Was extremely disagreeable to him to have 
to take issue with his friends and neigh- 
bors on this question, but that he was con- 
vinced that it wculd be a grave mistake to 
go to the heavy expense of laying asphalt. 

“T know,’’ said he, “‘of several property 
holders on the street who are utterly un- 
prepared to meet the expense. One lady, 
who owns over a hundred feet, told me that 
she did not see how she could raise the 
money. Her main support came from this 
property, and she did not see how she 
would get along if she had to pay for this 
expensive paving. 

“Besides that,’ continued Mr. Beatie, 
“asphalt is not a desirable paving. It is 
slippery and unsafe, and I am sure would 
not suit the citizens, after they had tried 
that paving.” 

Discussing Asphalt. 

A rambling discussion of this character 
went on for some time. Judge Dorsey stat- 
ed that he had searched all the law books 
he could find bearing on the subject and 
he could find no single decision warranting 
the Consolidated company in its action in 
tearing up the tracks. Mr, Hurt said that 
its counsel was not present, and he could 
only state that the company was as strong 
in its conviction that it had a right to 
remove its tracks to Richardson street 
as Judge Dorsey was that it had not. 
He was no lawyer, he said, and therefore 
could not discuss the question with Judge 
Dorsey, but asked the council committee 
not to be prejudiced in the matter until 
they had heard both sides. 

The meeting finally broke up, after a 
pretty full discussion of the whole question. 
No action was taken, as the object of the 
meeting was erely to discuss the matter. 
The only thing definite brought out in the 
joint meeting was Mr. Hurt’s expression of 
willingness to make the Capitol avenue line 
a through line to the park and have the 
street thoroughly macadamized. This, he 
argued, would make it a through line of 
travel, give it the best class of white pas- 
sengers and be a great advantage to the 
street. As this proposition leaves the res-

THE DAY AT GAMMON. 


Commencement Exercises Held at the 
College Yesterday. 

Gammon Theolvgical seminary is now in 
the midst of the greatest commencement 
in its history. Established thirteen years 
ago, it now sends out its largest class— 
sixteen thoroughly trained ministers. 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock Dr. Wadworth 
will give the annual missionary lecture on 
“The Missionary Movement from an Eye- 
witness.’”’ 

Last night was an occasion of deep inter- 
est. The annual address was given by the 
Rev. Edward M..Jones, of the class of ’88. 
He is the presiding elder cf the Mont- 
gomery district, in Alabama, and is a min- 
ister of fine ability and of lazxge_ in- 
fluence for good. His oration on ‘“‘The 
Preacher that the Church Needs,’ Was a 
bugle call for a better, purer, nobler min- 
istry for the negro race. 
clearly and strongly made, and his able 
pleas for a higher type of preacher were 
received with applause by the large audi- 
ence. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. J. P. 
Magg, class of ’88. On the platform sat the 
Revs. G. W. Arnold, D. D., E. H. Oliver, 
J. H. May and W. W. Lucas, alumni of 
the seminary. 

The speaker wag introduced by President 
Thirkield. Mr. Jones first spoke of the 
importance and solemnity of the preacher's 
call and work. He must be converted, 
through and through, with heart and life 
pure and clean. He must live the gospel 
he preaches. 

The age, he said, also demands an edu- 
cated ministry. If he is to teach men the 
word of God, he must know the truth he 
would teach. The people are demanding 
such a trained ministry. Men with ideas 
are needed. I rode from Montgomery here 
on some man’s thought. A _ thoughtful, 
learned ministry on fire is the demand of 
the times. 

This seminary is doing great things to 
meet this demand. It has alreagy given 
to the churches and the conferences a class 
of men who, by their theological acquisi- 
tions and ministerial ability and success, 
need not be ashamed of comparison with 
those of other schools. The day has gone 
forever when its influence for good can be 
measured. Its men speak brighter and bet- 
ter things for the church and the people 
in all the conferences whither they have 
gone, but the demand for greater men has 
been greater than the supply, for half of 
our conferences would be supplanted with 
better men if we had them. 

Truly, this seminary is a child of provi- 
dence and could not have been born at a 
better time, and if the earth were searched 
and all things considered, it could not have 
found a better field than this sunny south, 
and a greater mission than to tone up, ed- 
ucate, purify and make more powerful the 
negro ministry, which, when it is lifted up, 
will draw 8,000,000 people up with it. 

The church needs ministers wholly given 
to the ministry. The preacher has a pur- 
pose and an aim, and it is so lofty, grand 
and important that it should command his 
energy, summon his strength, control his 
time. and absorb his soul. Yes, all the 
powers of our nature should be devoted to 
our profession in life, the demands are tod 
great for men to have too many irons in the 
tire. A man cannot be asuccessful pastor 
and a good merchant at the same time, 
neither can a man preach the gospel suc- 
cessfully and plan political campaigns,

The Methodist Orphans Celebrate the 
“oe is Anniversary. 


MARY VISITORS WERE PRESENT 


And the Day Was Made Memorable 
in the Home’s History. 


SPEECH BY PRESIDENT R. A, HEMPHILL 


~ceuing Talks Made by the Vis- 
ngs and Recitations by 
the Children. 


Sometimes it is better to be 
than to have parents. 

The thousand people who gathered at the 
Methodist Orphans’ home, near Decatur 
yesterday to celebrate the twenty-fifth ‘. 
niversary of this institution realized that 
this was true in the case of the fifty-three 
bright and happy little ones who are making 
their home at this model institution. 

It was a happy throng of children in 
whose faces there was lacking that almost 
inevitable expression of homelessness, fa- 


an orphan 


therlessness and motherlessness that is so 
peculiar to most orphaned children. There 
was no suggestion of lack of care in their 
faces or appearance. They were well 
dressed, happy looking and supremely con- 
tent. The flush of color was in their cheeks 
and the vigor of life in their movements. 
The home is three-quarters of a mile from 
Decatur, in a joutheasterly direction. Itg 
site is in a cool forest of-oaks, a pretty 
towered building of wood. In front 
Stretches away the pretty forest in which 
yesterday’s exercises were held and around 
the sides in the rear is the farm of 200 
acres, which the superintendent with the 
older inmates of the house cultivates. 
The house is a neat and well kept struct- 
ure. It has modern conveniences and no 


appointment is slighted. The children are 
well housed. ; 
Yesterday was a great day in the history 
of the home. The twenty-fifth milestone 
was made a memorable event. The trus- 


tees had planned a great occasion and Sam 
Wones was expected to be present, but the 


cause and and begged in Christ’s name for 
Sympathy and interest. His labor of love 
has to some extent been richly rewarded. 
We fully appreciate the sacred responsibili- 
ty of every pastor connected with our 
church. He is the instrument in God’s 
hands for the saving of souls and the build- 
ing up of His kingdom. Here is, however, 
a greater responsibility—that of saving 
bodies as well as souls. Our first thought 
is to save these little ones from hunger 
and suffering and then to save them from 
Sin and fit them for lives of usefulness 
and piety. For twenty-five years this 
work has been carried on by faithful, con- 
Secrated ministers. and laymen. Some of 
them whé toiled and delighted in this work 
have gone to their reward and are today 
Saints in reaven. Scores and hundreds of 
children have been saved from sorrow, 
suffering and sin and are now g00d and 
useful men and women who rise up over 
this land and call the work of: this home 
blessed. Some of the older ones here today 
know the great obstacles the home had for 
years to contend with, lack of love and 
Sympathy, and still greater lack of funds. 
At one time $10,000 in debt with but few 
friends Rev. Sam Jones took hold of it 
and paid us out of debt and built this 
beautiful home.” 

He then pleaded éarnestly for more love 
and sympathy from the people, large con- 
tributions for the current expenses of the 
home, special and extra gifts‘to build the 
new boys’ home so badly needed, and 
larger gifts for the endowment of the home. 

Addresses were also made by Mr. Hiram 
P. Bell, one of the old trustees, and by 
Messrs. Asa G. Candler and George Muse, 
of the present board of trustees, Mr. 
Candler is secretary and Mr. Muse treas- 
urer of the board. Each of these gentle- 
men spoke on the line of the usefulness 
of the work of the home and predicted a 
Splendid future for the institution. 

At 12 o'clock dinner was announced and 
it was served under the shade of the spac- 
lous oaks, It was an old fashioned basket 
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by Mr. Hemphill. A young man, who was 
reared in the home, but who is now ap- 
prenticed to a machinist in the city learn- 
ing a valuable trade, was also presented. 
This young man has two brothers who 
were reared in the home and who are 
now locomotive engineers running out of 
Atlanta. 

In the audience were also a number of 
young women who were raised in the home 
and who are now happy wives. Many of 
them were married to well to do husbands. 

No better evidence of the good work be- 
ing done by the home could be found than 
is shown in these living exanrples of use- 
ful citizens and happy wives, who have 
come out of the institution. 

It was a great day for the home, a day 
that will result in much practical good to 
the institution, for it served to show forth 
to many who did not know of it before, 
the nobility of the home’s mission and the 
effectual good it is doing. 

The music and recitations by the children 
show how well and how thoroughly they 
are trained. They sang and recited in a 
manner that would have done crelit to the 
pupils of Atlanta’s public schools. They 
are schooled in a pretty little schoolhouse 
within a stone’s throw of the home. The 
music and recitations yesterday were all 
under the charge of Miss Maggie Dickin- 
son, the teacher at the home school, and 
Miss Mamie Chandler,. a friend of the 
home. This feature of the day was par- 
ticularly enjoyable. 

No collection was taken up, although the 
trustees were several times requested to 
do so, but a neat sum was realized from 
voluntary subscriptions. When President 
Hemphill! reached home yesterday after- 
noon he found awaiting him a check for 
$50 from a lady who is famed for her 
charitable work. Th'‘s will be used to 
help build the boys’ home, which is to be 
constructed near the present home and 
is to cost $5,000. Three thousand dollars of 
this amount was raised Sunday at the 
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iTiness of one of his children prevented. 
A number of leading Methodist ministers 
and others of this city were present and 
took great interest in the exercises. They 
were all delighted with what they saw. It 
was to them a practical demonstration of 
the home’s great work in giving a home and 
training to the children. They saw the 
children well kept and happy, and all went 
away full of enthusiasm for the home’s fu- 
ture.

The speaker was introduced by Mayor 
King, who, in a brief talk, said that 
Colonel Garnett had the complete confi- 
dence of Mr. Rouss. 

Colonel Garnett, before beginning his ad- 
dress, devoted a few moments to explain- 
ing the idea of the battle abbey—the great 
memorial hall in which the heroic records 
of the confederacy are to be preserved and 
transmitted to posterity. “In my travels 
through the south,” said Colonel Garnett, 
“Tl have learned that there are a great 
many who do not fully understand what 
the battle abbey is to be. It is to be built 
by money subscribed by the people of the 
south, supplenrented by $100,000 subscribed 
by Charles Broadway Rouss. I am not 
authorized by Mr. Rouss to say that he 
will give more than this, but those of us 
who know him feel certain that when the 
$100,000 shall have been subscribed ir the 
south, he will then add perhaps ten times 
the amount which he originally proposed, 
so that the battle abbey will be a structure 
that will reflect credit upon the city in 
which it is built, and be a fitting memorial 
of the heroes of the south, the memories 
of whose heroic achievements it is intend- 
ed to commemorate. 

“I do not know, and no one knows,” con- 
tinued Colonel Garnett, ‘‘where the battle 
abbey will be built. That will be decided 
by a committee to be chosen at the meet- 
ing of the United Confederate Veterans, in 
July, at their annual reunion at Richnrond. 
I have recently seen it stated in the papers 
that Mr. Rouss is in favor of locating the 
abbey in Washington. That igs not the 
case. Mr. Rouss has assured me that he 
will express no preference whatever in 
the matter, and if he has any preference, it 
is known to no living man, and will be 
known to none. 

“Mr. Rouss was a brave confederate 
soldier, and at the close of the war he 
went to New York without a cent. He 
has, by his energy and perseverance, ac- 
cumulated a princely fortune, and his 
first act when he had joined the rank of 
the millionaires of the metropolis was to 
seek out and aid his less fortunate com- 
rades. 

He has given to his native city of Win- 
chester, Va., a complete system of water- 
works, and recently contributed $5,000 to 
the New York camp of Confederate Veter- 
ans toward the fund to erect the monument 
to mark the spot of their burial. 1 may 
state that the first man to be buried there 
was Lieutenant Jordan, of General Beaure- 
gard’s staff, who fired the first gun on I’ort 
Sumter. 

After describing the object of the battle 
abbey Colorel Garneit began his graphic 
description of the Gettysburg campaign, 
and the heroic struggle of that terrible 
three-days battie. 

“There have been those who stéeted that 
the confederate army which marched into 
Peansylvania on that memorable campaign 
Was an ill conditioned and poorly equipped 
force. That such was not the case was 
demonstrated by the heroic deeds which 
they performed, The conception and exe- 
cution of the invasion was well timed. A 
large number of the federal regiments had 
served out their time of enlistment, and 
The northern armies, suf- 
fering from their reverses on the south of 
the Potomac, were depressed in spirit, The 
southern troops were correspondingly high 
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the peace party at the north was growing 
stronger, and it was probable that a great 
victory gained on the enemy’s territory, 
wculd augment this spirit to such an ex- 
tent that the south could secure the only 
object for Which she Was striving and to 
which she would consent, and that’ was 
independence. 

“Il remember that the strictest orders 
against foraging were issued by General 
Lee. In Keeping with his high character 
as a Christian soldier and a gentleman, 
he determined to set an example in civiliz- 
ed warfare to the hordes who had. been 
devastating the south. It was a hard thing 
to restrain the soldiers of the army, now 
that they had such a good opportunity to 
carry Out a policy of retaliation, from in- 
flicting on the enemy some of the ills to 
Which their own homes had been subjected 
by the invader. Fat poultry, kids and cat- 
tle offered a sore temptation to the hun- 
gry confederate troops, but the orders were 
faithfully executed. In my own command 
1 had a hard time restraining my men, and 
many amusing incidents occurred in their 
efforts to improve their larder at:the ex- 
pense of the farm yards of the Pennsylva- 
nia farmers,” | 

Colonel Garnett then described ‘the pre- 
liminary skirmishes leading up to the ap- 
proach on Gettysburg, and the taking of 
position for the fight. He outlined General 
Lee’s plan of concentrating on the turnpike 
leading from Gettysburg to Baltimore, the 
two armies lying in line of battle the night 
before the fight, and the beginning of the 
first day’s battle, with the terrible assault 
of the confederates on the first day which 
swept all before it, 

The wavering fortunes of the charges and 
counter charges of the first two days, with 
the constant gains of the southern army, 
Was admirably and dramatically described, 
and made the more graphic by the excellent 
stereopticon views, 

He explained at some length in General 
Longstreet’s own words, that officer’s 
repeated suggestions to General Lee that 
the correct plan was to throw the confed- 
erate army between Meade and Washing- 
ton, thus threatening the city and Balti- 
more and forcing the federals to attack. 
General Lee twice refused to listen to the 
suggestion, saying, “There ig the enemy in 
position, and I shal] attack him.’”’ The il- 
lustrations were brought into telling effect 
to show the nature of the ground, and the 
terrible struggle necessary to dislodge a 
superior force from positions naturally so 
impregnable, and made more so by the art 
of man. 

When he came to Pickett’s immortal 
charge, the audience was held spellbound, 
and burst into frequent and prolonged ap- 
plause, His description of the advance of 
the gallant Pickett, with his battalions, 
preceded by the greatest artillery duel the 
world has ever seen, Was singularly dra- 
matic. The strength of the federals lay in 
their powerful artillery, and it was Gener- 
al Lee's idea to silence this before making 
the final assault on the left center, on the 
success of which hung the fate of the 
confederacy. The speaker said that an 
awful responsibility rested on the man who 
failed to support that heroic charge, and 
intimated that it might have been due to 
the chagrin of the officer, whose plan of 
battle had been rejected by the great south- 
ern leader. “No man can know what emo- 
tion filled the breast of General Lee,” 
said Colonel Garneit, “as he watched the 
failure of that grandest charge of modern 
warfare, and it was characteristic of the 
Iman that when all was over he should have 
said “The fault is mine.’ ” 

There were many veterans present who 
had fought their battles over as Colonel 
Garnett described the fight, and prolonged 
applause followed each period of his ad- 
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heroes were thrown on the cenvass from 
time to time, and warm applause followed 
his comments on General Grant. 

Taken altogether, it was a splendid de 
scription of the campaign and the battle, 
Quite a sum was added to the fund being 
raised by the ladies of the Atlanta Battle 
Abbey Association, and from the character 
of the lecture, the house should have been 
packed.

Association was held yesterday morning 
in the lecture hall of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and was attended 
by a large number of enthusiastic ladies 
who have taken hold of the movement and 
intend to carry it through to a successful 
termination. 

Great interest has been manifested in 
the battle abbey and tne ladies interested 
in it are trying to get the magnificent 
structure built in this city. Other cities 
are working equally as hard for the prize. 
The members of the Battle Abbey Asso- 
ciaticn appeal to the ladies of Atlanta and 
of the state at large to join in the work 
for the battle abbey, a place where the 
relics of the lost cause will be preservcd 
for all time to come.

Nothing Has Been Heard from the 
Missionary Since Leaving Cuba. 


EXPECTED HERE YESTERDAY 


The Supposition Is That He Is Stop- 
ping at Key West Waiting for 
His Family To Join Him. 


What has become of Missionary Diaz? 

Some litle uneasiness is felt among the 
Baptists of Atlanta as to the where- 
abouts of the Cuban missionary who was 
set at liberty a few days ago. 

Nothing has been heard from the erst- 
while prisoner since he left Cuba. No good 
reascn exists, however, for supposing that 
harm has overtaken the missionary. Hav- 
ing sailed from Cuba without interferencs 
on the part of the Spanish authorities, the 
perils to which he was exposed while a res- 
ident of that island have ail been removed 
and the only dangers to which he could 
have fallen a prey since leaving the island 
have been those arising from a storm at 
sea 

Nothing, however, has been heard of such 
a disturbance on the gulf. 

A representative of The Constitution call- 
ed at the headquarters of the home mission 
board of the Southern Baptist convention 
yesterday afternoon and interviewed Dr. 
Tichenor. 

“I have not heard from Diaz,’’ said he, 
“but I have reason to suppose that he is 
somewhere in Florida. A telegram was ad- 
dressed to him at‘Tampa, Fla., yesterday 
afternoon, but he had not reached that 
point. Most likely he is stopping at Key 
West until the members of his family can 
join him. I do not expect to se@ him in At- 
lanta before Friday evening.” 


May Speak Sunday Afternoon. 


In response to a question as to whether or 
not the Cuban missionary would care to be 
interviewed on arriving in Atlanta, Dr. 
Tichenor said: 

“IT have no doubt but you will find 
him ready to answer any question you may 
put to him. Though he does not have much 
to say as a rule he appreciates the fact 
that the people of Atlanta have taken a 
deep interest in his troubles, and that 
something is due them in the way of a 
Statement from his own lips as to the 
hardships to which he has been subjected 
while a prisoner in Cuba. 

“Perhaps he will consent to address the 
people of Atlanta at.some public place. I 
shall urge him to do this and will, no doubt, 
find him more than ready to respond. 
Everybody is anxious to hear his story and 
the interest which is felt by other denomi- 
rations is equally as great as that which 
is entertained by the Baptists.”’ 

As soon as Dr. Diaz reaches the city ar- 
rangements will be made to have him a‘- 
dress the people of Atlanta. Possibly he 
will be able to speak next Sunday after- 
noon,

Mr. A. Theis, the Pioneer of the Chiori- 
nation Process, Here. 


TALKS OF GOLD IN GEORGTA 


He Says That There Is Money in Min- 
ing in This State if It Is Proper- 
ly Conducted. 


Mr. A. Theis, the most successful gold 
miner in the south, was here yesterday. 
He manages the Haile mines, in South 
Carolina, and is interested in the Frank- 
lin mine, in Cherokee, managed by one of 
his sons, and he is superintending the 
Royal mine near Tallapoosa. 

Mr. C. E. James and Mr. Frank Harris, 
of the Royal mine, and Mr. F. H. Russell- 
Howland were also here. During the after- 
noon these gentlemen had a conference 
at the Kimball house. Professor Yeates, 
the state geologist, hearing that Mr. Theis 
was in the city, also had a conference with 
him. Mr. Tkteis is a practical miner of 
Many years experience. He is a chemist, 
a graduate of one of the best schools of 
Germany 

Mr. ‘Pheis its the father of the 
chlorination process of extracting gold 
from sulphuretted ores, a discovery which 
has added millions to the output of the 
mines in the last few years, This process 
is all that renders valuable the greater 
part of the gold ores of the south, ‘for 
these ores are generally refractory below 
water level. In the west there is an abun- 
dance of refractory ore which the chlori- 
nation grocess has made valuable. Yes- 
terday afternoon Mr. Theis mentioned to a 
representative of The Constitution a case 
in California where he put in a barrel 
chiorination plant which added $11 per ton 
to the yield. The free milling had pro- 
duced about $64 to the ton, but it was 
found that a large percentage of gold was 
being lost in the sulphurets. After the 
new process was added only about 5 per 
cent of the gold was lost. 

“T am not an enthusiast in the sense of 
believing that we have enormously rich 
gold deposits in the south, but I do believe 
that we have a great quantity of low-grade 
pay ore in Georgia. There is money in 
mining in this state if the business is 
understood properly and conducted wisely. 
I have a very poor ore but I make my 
plant pay. 1 work it carefully and get 
95 to 97 per cent of the gold that is in 
the ore.’ 

Mr. Theis did not say so, but it is stated 
on gool authority that the Haile mine 
made $112,000 last year. The Franklin, 
managed by his son, is also a big money 
maker, and arcther mine in Mexico, in 
which he is interested, is a great pro- 
dvcer. 

Mr. Theis has a very good opinion of 
the Royal mine near Tallapoosa. Mr. 
James has gone down 186 feet and is drift- 
ing. H: has run out two tunnels. Mr. 
Tneis says that the ore on the lower level 
is better than the ore nearer the sur- 
face. Sometimes a very rich bit of ore 
is found. He does not base his estimates 
on the rich finds, however, but on the 
average, 

“If we ore or even lower 
grade, plenty of money can be made at 
working gold,” he said. He went on to 
say that he did not figure on $0 or $100 
ore in making his estimates, althougih he 
has taken ore from the Royal mine which 
yielded more than $15) to the ton. He 
pained the free gold oft and then worked 
the sulphurets by «nemselves so that he 
got at the percentage of each. In this 
case the sulphurets were nearly 9% per 
cent of the total gold in the ore. 

While the party were chatting about 
the yield of the different veins in the 
state, Mr. Harris drew from a pocket a 
vellow ingot which would weigh about 
two pounds, and it was worth upwards of 
$500. This was the result of a clean up 
at the Roval mill. It was not stated what 
quantity of ore that enresented. The 
mill is not ready for regular operations 
and will not be for two weeks yet. This 
mill has the best plant in the state, The 
owners are well satisfied with the pros- 
pects. The vein was worked Years ago 
down to the water level. When the re- 
fractory ore was struck the old-time min- 
ers had to stop because they could not ex- 
tract the gold. Now the refractory ore is 
treated at small cost. Indeed at the Haile 
mine in South Carolina, the total cost 
is but $1.70 per ion of concentrates. That 
includes everything. 

“IT believe that fully as much gold has 
been allowed to waste down tihe creeks and 
rivers in the soutn: in other words, has 
been wasted and last, as has been saved,” 
said Mr. Theis. This remark was called 
out by an inquiry as to the extent to which 
chlorination is used now. The process is 
used all through the west and in Africa, 
and wherever mining of refractory ores 
is carried on, In Georgia mining is as 
cheap as anywhere in the world, and far 
cheaper than in South Africa or in the 
west. 

IMr. Howland, who came down from 
Cartersville, was full of prospects of the 
Cherokee county prosperities. “The day 
is not far distant when you will see the 
smoke stacks all along those big veins,” 
said he. “There is enough ore to keep 
forty 100-stamp mills running night and 
dav for 180 yvears,’’ he added. He will be 
here a day or two. Mr. Theis left last 
night for his home.

dict of Guilty. 


Charles Young escaped the noose by a 
Scratch yesterday. 

After an hour’s waiting the fury filed fn 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock with a 
verdict of guilty with recommendation to 
life imprisonment. 

When the negro heard the word -“‘guilty” 
he jumped from his chair with a look of 
hopeless agony, but there was an instant 
expression of relief when he heard the life 
imprisonment feature, and he settled down 
again with a smile of intense satisfaction. 

The trial of Young occupied the entir23 
day. Judge Candler came down early. H> 
was suffering much from the result of the 
from his horse which happened the 
Although in great pain most 
of the day, Judge Candler remained 
through the session and closed up the bus- 
iness Of the spring term, dismissing the 
jury. 

Young, the murderer, has a countenance 
Suggestive of crime. He has huge jaws 
and a protuberant mouth. Jt was in Au- 
gust last that he killed Tom Edwards on 
the corner of Fair and Peters streets. It 
was shown by the state that he was a 
darkey naturally mean and that the crime 
Was unprovoked. The case of the state 
brought out the fact that the two men had 
had a quarrel early in the afternoon. 
Young had then threatened Edwards. The 
men separated and Young began to drink. 
He Worrowed a pistol from a friend, looked 
up Edwards and shot him on sight. 

It was claimed by the defendant, and 
Witnesses were introducéd to prove the 
fact, that Edwards was the aggressor in 
the difficulty, that he had _ threatened 
Young at the first encounter, and that upon 
the second meeting Edwards drew a large 
knife, whereupon Young shot him down. 
It was claimed that the coat of Young was 
cut in the back and had it not been for 
his shooting so quickly he would have 
been killed. This was the statement made 
by Young upon the stand. 

“I didn’t want to kill the man,” he said. 
“I was getting out of his way when he 
came at me with a knife. I saw the 
knife in his hand. He said, ‘I am groing 
to kill you now.’ That was when I pulled 
my pistol, which I had under my coat, and 
began to fire. I did it to keep him from 
killing me.” 

The state made out a strong case of 
murder, and Solicitor Hill clinched it firmly. 
It was due to the tireless exertions of the 
counsel for Young that he was saved from 
the gallows. Mr. Eb Williams and Mr 
John Travis were interested in his be- 
half. Mr. Williams made a strong plea for 
the life of his client, which had visible 
effect upon the jury. The speech of Mr.

TEXTILE MEN COME 


A Southern Association To Be Formed in 
Atlanta Soon. 


ee rn ee 


IS THEIR FIRST CONVENTION 


Big Preparations Have Been Made and 
They Will Be Entertained in 
Royal Style. 


A host of southern texti’q@ manufac- 
turers will meet in Atlanta on May 13th, 
When will be organized the Southern Tex- 
tile Manufecturers’ Association. 

This movement, to perfect an organi- 
zation of the textile men, has been under 
way for some time and local manufac- 
turers, assisted by a number of others, 
have been hard at work preparing for the 
session. Circular letters were issued to all 
of the leading mill men of the south and 
the number of replies indicate the greatest 
enthusiasm in the proposed organization. 

In the call issued,-the following subjects 
were named for discussion: 

“Prices *and Production—The present de- 
moralization in prices could be checked 
amd the market greatly stimulated by 
limiting production for a time. Concerted 
action is vitally necessary to effect this 
result. This subject demands immediate 
and vigorous attention. 

“A Bureau of Statistics 
mation—Such a bureau, 
tained, wold be 
manufacturers, 
and other information 
would be tabulated and issued t@® mem- 
bers, thus preventing the accumulation 
of certain grades of steck. Valuable sta- 
tistics regarding foreign markets, etc., 
could be gathered by this bureau. This 
work would be in the hands of the secre- 
tary. 

“Exports—The direct export of southern 
manufactured goods, especially to the 
SpanishAmerican republics, should be en- 
couraged and steps taken to promote the 
interest of manufacturers along this line. 

“General Benefits—The members of an 
organization of the character suggested 
would co-operate regarding agents and 
brokers, blacklisting irresponsible and dis- 
honest parties and regulating commissions. 
The infiuence of the association would 
glerantee an equitable adjustment of 
freight rates, both local amd long distance. 
An exchange of information regarding 
labor would often prevent the employment 
and transportation of families of worthless 
operatives, Great benetit would result 
from better acquaintance among the man- 
ufscturers, made possible by the annual 
meetings.” 

These subjects, of course, were merely 
sucgested to show the neessity of organi- 
zation and can be taken as no guide of the 
business to be transacted when con- 
vention assembles. 

During the last few years the manufac- 
ture of textile goods in the south has in- 
creased wonderfully and the interest man- 
ifested augurs a larger increase within the 
next year. Many necrthern men largely 
interested in enterprises in their sections 
have visited this section within the last 
few months and pronounce the fictG here 
to be flatterng in its prospects. The ex- 
pesition spurred up this interest and did
